The detailed votes by districts 
were not available today but revised 
majorities reported brought the figure 
to 45 where it may remain until the 
official declaration Thursday.

VICTORIA, B.C., Aug. H1,—Pollow-} 
ing a report made to the government 
today on the validity of the inter-| 
change of traffic agreement entered 
into between the old Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific railway and Foley, Welch & 
Stewart, constructors of the Pacific 
Great Eastern Railway, prior to the 
provincial government taking over the 
line, Premier 8S. F, Tolmie intimated 
that an “undoubted moral responsi- 
bility would appear to exist on the 
part of the Canadian National Rail- 
ways, as successors to the Grand 
Trunk Pacific to carry out the ar- 
rangement.” He added that the gov- 
ernment appeared to have a good 
claim, He will discuss the matter 
with Hon. H. H. Stevens when the 
federal minister visits Victoria this 
week, 


NO AGREEMENT 

Search by government officials for 
any agreement or act that would ab- 
rogate the interchange of traffic pact 
made in 1912 and later incorporated 
into the provincial statutes, has failed 
to disclose anything that would in any 
way affect the undertaking entered 
into between the Pacific Great Eastern 
and the Grand Trunk Pacific railways.

| Mrs. Charles A. Lindbergh landed on 
the north coast of the Seward penin- 
| sula about 11 pm. last night (5 a.m. 
| Eastern Standard Time today), after 
| leaving Point Barrow at 11:53 p.m. 
(E.8.T.). 

| Messages received here did not give 
the exact location of the landing place 
but indicated if was somewhere on 
Kotzebue Sound. Hence the flying 
couple fell short of Nome, their imme- 
diate destination, by about 75 miles. 
Nome is on the south coast of the 
Seward peninsula. 

Advices said the Lindberghs plan- 
| ned to come here in the daylight 
Contact was made with the Lind- 
| bergh ship at about ten p.m. and the 
radio station here was asked by Mrs. 
| Lindbergh to have flares and bonfires 
for a landing

WINNIPEG, Aug. 11—Based on 
present conditions, and assuming 
normal weather to the completion of 
the harvest, correspondents of the 
Searle Grain Co., Ltd., estimate 
yields forecasting a production of 
wheat in Western Canada of be- 
tween 225,000,000 and 235,000,000 
bushels this year. This forecast is 
made in a special wire sent out by 
the company today after receiving 
| reports from some 2,500 correspon- 


dents for the period ending August 
10. 

As has been the case all summer, 
| Alberta is showing the best harvest 
of the three prairie provinces. The 
|reports received indicate that the 
| weighted average condition of the 
crop is 52 per cent. of normal as 
against 54 per cent. last week. 
| In Alberta the crop is 71 per cent 
|of normal, compared to 42 per cent. 
in Saskatchewan, and 53 per cent in 
Manitoba, 

Some rust infection and slight dam- 
age from grasshoppers is reported but 
nothing serious is indicated. Har- 
| vesting operations have generally 
| commenced in Manitoba and will be 
general in Saskatchewan about August 
|14. It is expected in Alberta they 
will be general about August 19.

' Newfoundland Willing to 
| Grant Lease and Option 
for $110,000,000

| OTTAWA, Aug. 11—Labrador is 


sale at a price approximating $110,- 


| 000,000, The government of New- 
foundland, it is reported, is willing to 
| grant a lease for 99 years over the 
territory comprising 76,000,000 acres, 
including timber, mineral, water 
power and all surface rights, with the 
exception oniy of fishermen's rights. 
Newfoundland, it is stated, will fur- 
| ther grant an option to the lessee to 
dispose of the sovereignty of the terri- 
| tory in favor of any British Dominion 
The price for such lease and option is 
$110,000,000, the lessee to have the 
option of taking over the bonded in- 
debtedness of Newfoundland, amount- 
ing to $90,000,000 and to pay the bal- 
ance of $20,000,00 in cash to the gov- 
ernment of Newfoundland. This bond- 
ed indebtedness is repayable in vari- 
ous sums spread over a period from 
1923 to 1952. 
* Ownership of Labrador was award- 
ed to Newfoundland in 1927 by the 
Privy Council following a long legal 
dispute with the Dominion. No offi- 
cial communication in the matter, it 
is learned, has been received by the 
Canadian government.

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ACTING PROMPTLY 


Australian shippers anticipated the an- 
nouncement of the new trade treaty, and 
a cargo of Australian oranges was landed 
in Vancouver the day after the announce- 
ment was made. They were held in bond 
for the time, but were quickly released 
from customs by order from Ottawa and 
offered for sale in due course. 

This is the first shipment of oranges 
from Australia to Canada for many 
months, that trade having stopped when 
the former treaty was repudiated. The 
promptness with which the Australian 
shippers have acted shows that they see 
in Canada a market for this fruit at the 
prices Canadian consumers now have to 
pay. The outlook therefore is for rather | 
cheaper oranges in western Canada, and | 
better business for the growers “down 
under.” In both considerations the Can- | 
adian consumer will find satisfaction, 


COMPULSION NOT WANTED 


Wheat-growers in New South Wales | 


voted so strongly for a compulsory wheat | 
pool last September that their opinion was 
cited by advocates of a compulsory pool 
in Saskatchewan as proving this to be the 
coming method under which wheat would 
be produced and marketed. But in twenty 
of the districts a second ballot has been | 
taken, and in only five was the compulsory 
idea given approval. 

Quite evidently the drift of opinion 
there, as in western Canada, has been 
against the proposal and not in favor of 
it. The Saskatchewan champions of com- 
pulsion who were so insistently demanding 
a vote on the question a few months ago 
seem to have lost their desire to hear what 
the public, or even the farmers, think 
about it through the ballot box. There is | 
little doubt now that the verdict in west- 
ern Canada would be even more decisively 
against compulsion than that of New 
South Wales. | 


THE SCHOOLS CARRY ON 


Hon. Perren Baker reports that the 
school boards of the province are in about 
the normal financial position, and that

schools when the next term begins. 

Better news than that could not come 
from official sources regarding the way 
the public services are weathering the 
depression, For of all these services none 
ranks in importance with the schools. 
While these are able to carry on, the most 
vital of all services is being supplied. 

Credit for this happy state of affairs 
is given to the revised scale of grants by 
which the poorer districts draw grants 
amounting to $50 per month, to the fact 
that 80 per cent of the school districts are 
now financed by the municipalities, and 
to the advancement of loans to districts 
which finance themselves. 

The results should be a _ sufficient 
guarantee that any further changes in the 
financial arrangements will be in the | 
direction of more, not less, assistance to 
the boards. There should be no schools 
closed in this province for lack of money. 


FRANCE DEMANDS SUPREMACY 


France informs the League of Nations 
that it has gone the limit in reducing 
armaments in the existing conditions in 
Europe. When or where the reducin 
was done is a subject on which the worl 


could stand a good deal of enlightenment. | 


The military budget suggests that France 


is stronger now, from a military stand- | 
point, than before the war broke, | 


This declaration is construed to mean 
that if Germany is allowed to increase its 
armament, France will also increase. That 
is probibly the correct construction to 
place upon the note, It is Germany that 
France thinks about when armament is 
the subject of discussion. But Germany's 
military equipment was reduced to little 
more than a police scale by the treaty of 
Versailles. The French proposal thus is 
that France must be allowed to maintain 
armament out of all proportion to that of 
Germany. 

That any schedule of reduction or 
permanent limitation could be worked out 
on that basis is doubtful. The conclusion 
seems to be that if France is to be brought 
into any reduction scheme worth while 
Britain and the United States will have to 
underwrite French security, by pledging 
themselves to come to the assistance of 
Frarce should it be attacked.

RECOGNIZING THE LIMIT 
On paper President Hoover's war debt 
moratorium means that the United States 
is to forego $246,000,000, which would 
otherwise have been paid to it during the 
coming year as instalments on war debts. 
In fact the amount is something very sub- 
stantially but indefinitely less than this. 

The bulk of the war debt payments are 
contingent upon reparations payments. 
The debtor nations pay what they owe the 
United States in proportion as they collect 
from Germany, most of them paying rath- 
er less on war debt account than they col- 
lect on reparations account. If Germany 
paid nothing, the United States would 
doubtless collect from Britain and some- 
thing from its other debtors, but could 
not expect to collect half the total amount 
due it. 

Most of the money which Germany has 
been paying on reparations claims it has 
been borrowing in the United States. 
Hedged about with hostile tariffs and bur- 
dened beyond its abilities, it could only 
pay on condition that it could borrow. 
When President Hoover said Germany 
would have to declare a moratorium if his 
proposal were not accepted, the inference 
was that Germany’s credit in the United 
States had been exhausted. This meant 
that if debt payments were to be made, 
this would have to be done without the as- 
sistance of proportionate remittances 
from Berlin. That the total debt instal- 
ments falling due would be paid was im- 
possible in the circumstances. 

That the United States is really sacvi- 
ficing something less than it is ostensibly 
sacrificing does not destroy the magnan- 
imity of the offer to forego any payments 
at all, But the reasons which led up to 
the moratorium bring out more clearly 
than was generally understood the fact 
that the war debt structure rests upon the 
ability of Germany to pay reparations, 
Germany's ability to pay being thus recog- 
nized to be limited, the prospect for an 
eventual scaling down of both reparations 
claims and war debts is strengthened.

TROUBLES 


Practically all gall bladder disorders 


are caused by a stagnation of bile. It} 


is significant that all athletes in good 
training never have gall stones and 
practically never any trouble with the 
gall bladder 


It is possible for the gall bladder to 
become so enlarged eas to resemble a 
tumor, X-ray studies are of value, 
but the stones made of cholesteral do 
not show in the x-rayed bladder as 
readily as the stones containing a 
large amount of lime or magnesium 
salts 

It is sometimes difficult to deter- 
mine whether the attack is brought on 
by catarrhal inflammation or 
stones, As a general rule both of these 
conditions can be cleared up without 
an operation, but there are a few cases, 
where the stones have become 
large or where the gall bladder has 
become very much distended, in which 
an operation seems a good recourse.
